A raise in wages was grant¬ 
ed the Central and High 
School janitors at a special 

meeting of the Coleman 

School Board on Thursday 

evening. 

The negotiations which had 
been in progress between the 
two male janitorswmd the 
Board were culminated last 
night when they were 

granted $150 per month. 

Previously the two men 
were recei /ing $130 per month. 
Following the first meeting 
between the Janitors and the 
Board the latter offered $145. 
This was turned down and a 
counter proposal was submit¬ 


ted by the janitors. It asked 
for $160 per month with no 
interior decorating to be done 
by either janitor. The Board 
refused to debate the point 
and offered $150 with the con¬ 
tract to remain as at present. 
The offer was accepted. 

The two lady janitors are 
presently receiving $67 30 per 
month. By letter they asked 
for an increase. When first 
employed it was understood 
they would receive between 
them the equivalent of one 
male janitor’s salary. To 
maintain this understanding 
the two ladies were each grant¬ 
ed a new monthly salary of 
$75.00.

Many fires are caused by dirty 
or defective chimneys. Have the 
chimney cleaned regularly, and 
have all defects repaired. 

Safe Dry Cleaning 

Escape the danger of inflamm¬ 
able liquid fires and explosion by 
not keeping gasoline in the house. 
Do dry cleaning wit^ safe liquids 
or send the work to the cleaner. 
Never start fires with kerosine. 

Notify the electric department 
of electrical trouble. Replace 
“blown” fuses with new ones—not 
pennies. Avoid home-made wiring 
jobs. 

Teach everyone in the family to 
be careful of fire, to watch stoves, 
fireplaces, electric irons and all 
other possible fire causes, and 
every day remove old rags, papers 
and other rubbish. 

Fireproof your home as far as 
possible by ftre-asfe roof in®. Hare- 
stopping in hollow walls, and par¬ 
titions to stop the spread of flames 
and a non-com bustibile basemtemt 
ceil'ng. 

Inquire of your fire chief, when 
buying a fire extinguisher, to be 
sure of getting the right kind. 
Don’t hesitate to ask your firemen 
whenever you have questions on 
fire prevention. 

Telephone 245 

Remember always, where the 
nearest fire alarm box is and how 
to send an alarm. If telephoning 
245,be sure the address is clearly 
understood. Use a neighbor’s phone 
rather than one in a burning 
building. 

Explain to everyone in the house 
what to do in case of-fire, how to 
put out fire in clothing by wrapp¬ 
ing in a rug or blanket. Many fires 
result from grease 'br fat boiling 
over on the cooking stove. Throw¬ 
ing water on the stove only causes 
the flames to spread. Ashes, baking 
soda, flour, salt or metal lid should 
be used to smother the flames. 

Save life and property from 
needless destruction by fire by 
keeping the principles of fire-pre¬ 
vention always in mind and never 
taking a chance with fire.

For Increased Interest In No. 3 

Highway Through Pass. 

On Friday Frank Aboussafy and 
Adam Wilson were chosen by the 
Coleman board of trade to act as 
its delegation to interview the Hon. 
W. L. Fallow, minjster of Public 
Works, at Edmonton. The meeting 
with the minister was scheduled 
for Wednesday (ysterday). 

Coleman has repeatedly agitated 
for improvement ip the No. 3 
highway as it runs from Pincher 
station to the Alta.-BC boundary, 
but with no results. In order to get 
a clear cut statement on the Public 
Works department’s policy to this 
important stretch at highway tt 
was decided by the board of trade 
to send a delegation which would 
place before the minister the.road's 
present condition and its impor¬ 
tance as an outlet to BC and the 
western States twelve months of 
the year. 

Board of trade president Horace 
Allen, John McDonald and Percy 
Dickieson will represent the board 
at Lethbridge on Friday next at 
the Irrigation Jubilee sponsored by 
th Lethbridge board of trade. The 
Lethbridge banquet will be addres¬ 
sed by the Hon. C. D. Howe, federal 
minister of reconstruction, the Hon. 
E. C. Manning, premier of Alberta, 
and Hon. D. B. McMullen, minis¬ 
ter of agriculture for Alberta. The 
delegation will leave for the 
southern city in the afternoon.

Canada's Forest Wealth 


CANADA WAS ONE of the few fortunate countries which emerged 
from the war with material resources undamaged by bombs or other 
weapons of devastation. Consequently, in company with the United States 
and the South American countries, we have endeavoured to contribute as 
much material as possible to those nations whose fields and factories were 
damaged or destroyed during the war. Food has been* probably our most 
important export and much emphasis has been placed on the need for 
Canadian wheat and other food products abroad. Food is undoubtedly 
of the greatest importance there at the present time, but we are some¬ 
times reminded that they have also a housing problem, much more grave 
than that which we face here, because of the fact that many thousands 
of their pre-war homes were partially or totally destroyed. 


Price Control 
And Rationing 


The task of reconstruction is an enormous one, 
World Shortage not only from the point of view of housing, but 
IP , in the rebuilding of railways and other essen- 

IS r redICTed tial facilities. Much of this reconstruction will 

depend on an adequate supply of lumber, as do the building programmes 
now being commenced on this continent. However, a study of the world 
lumber supply, made during the past year by the United Nations’ Food 
and Agriculture Organization, has shown that there is a serious shortage 
which will be felt soon. It has been found that Europe, the Middle East 
and the Far East have emerged from the war with greatly depleted lumber 
supplies, while in the United States lumber stocks have reached an all-time 
low. Britain's situation in this respect is described as even more serious. 
Canada on the other hand was found to be one of the few countries whose 
forestry is “in fair condition”. 

Reasons for the shortage were given by Sir John 
Production To Boyd Orr, F.A.O., director-general, as “deforestation, 
, indaequate forest management, failure to develop 
D6 increased mature forests, incomplete utilization and insuffici¬ 
ent technical personnel.” It must also be recognized that during the war 
the need for wood increased greatly and many more trees were cut than 
would be the case in normal times. Attention is now being directed to 
increasing the production of Canadian forests. In this connection the F.A.O. 
report says: “Large programs of work on Canadian forest improvement 
and rehabilitation projects are now being started. These are expected to 
lay the ground work for more orderly management and better projection 
of the forests in future; at the same time they should provide useful em¬ 
ployment for large numbers of people during the period of transition from 
a wartime to a peacetime economy.” From this report, it appears that the 
lumbering industry may become increasingly important both to Canada 
and to those countries who will look to her for supplies of this essential 
product.

A.—Meat coupons Q-l to Q-4 in 
the No. 5 ration book and M-51 to 
M-55 in the new book, and butter 
coupons R-18 to R-21 in the old book 
and B-26 to B-28 in the new, will be¬ 
come invalid for »the purchase of 
these commodities after October 31.

Q.—Have hairnets been removed 
from the price ceiling regulations?] 
The other day I was able to purchase I 
a hairnet and noticed that the price 
had gone up several cents. 

A.—Hairnets are still under the 
ceiling, but the subsidy on imported 
hairnets has been removed and the 
price has therefore increased. 

Q.—Has the price of turkeys grade 
“l|A” been increased? 

A.—The Prices Board has an- ] 
nounced that effective September 3 
maximum wholesale prices for Grade 
“A” turkeys in all parts of Canada 
will be 2% cents a pound higher than 
those in effect during the 1945 pack¬ 
ing period—November and Decem¬ 
ber. These prices will apply through¬ 
out the year.

In respect to equal trade privileges, 
Mr. Bevin asserted that it “will be 
very difficult for us to accept the 
final treaty unless Great Britain is 
given precisely the same treatment 
as others are given.” 

Foreign Minister Molotov of Rus¬ 
sia replied that if equal trade privi¬ 
leges were permitted in the Balkans 
the "power of the American dollar” 
would overwhelm weak, local indus¬ 
tries and “take everything”. 

“We must take care that no post¬ 
war difficulties be exploited by ‘dol¬ 
lar democracies’. It is not because 
a country has many dollars that it 
can impose its rule on others." 

Mr. Molotov said the principle of 
internationalization could be applied 
as well to the Panama and Suez 
canals, taking a stand similar to that 
of Edvard Mardelj of Yugoslavia, 
who told the conference earlier that 
“power politics” and a fight for 
“spheres of influence” were evident 
the stands of the western powers. 

Mr. Bevin assailed a Soviet pro¬ 
posal to restrict use of the Danube 
exclusively to countries along its 
banks as “not only a retrograde step 
but a deliberate discriminatory action 
against their allies who foqght with 
them in the war."

TROOP REMOVAL 


HOUSING PROGRAM IS VERY 
NEAR ITS TARGET ALTHOUGH 
THE NEED IS STILL URGENT 


OTTAWA.—panada's housing con¬ 
struction target of 60,000 units in 
the year 1946-47 is within range but 
will fall short of urgent needs, it was 
disclosed in a reconstruction depart¬ 
ment survey of housing manpower 
and material requirements. 

The survey includes an estimate 
of an immediate deficit of 180,000 
units in the spring of 1947 and re¬ 
ports that while building costs have 
risen between 47 and 62 per cent. 
frcnS 1939 to 1945, and further since, 
there is little likelihood of an early 
reduction. 

“The.present inquiry brings out the 
fact that a liBusing target of 60,000 
units during 1946-47 is well within 
the productive capacity of this coun¬ 
try,” Reconstruction Minister Howe 
said in an introduction to the report. 

"In the years to come even larger 
housing programs should be within 
our reach. The success of a housing 
program in the transition period de¬ 


pends in the main on the co-ordinated 
effort of management and labor in j 
the construction industry and the in- j 
dustries that supply needed building 
materials.” 

The target of 60,000 units com- 
pared with an estimated 48,000 homes | 
constructed in 1945 and an average [ 
of 32,000 in urban centres in the 
years 1924-39. 

The department attributed higher, 
costs to increases in the price of | 
building material and in wages and; 
to lowered efficiency in the house 
building industry as a result of the 
shortage of skilled workers. 

“Not until efficiency in building, 
operations increases over present j 
levels can any substantial reduction 
of war-inflated building costs be ex¬ 
pected. But part of such decline 
might be offset in the immediate fu¬ 
ture by a further rise in prices of 
building materials and wage rates 
paid to construction workers.” 


Premier Of New Indian Government

LONDON.—Pandit Jawaharlal Neh¬ 
ru, premier of the new Indian gov¬ 
ernment, has demanded immediate 
withdrawal of British troops from 
[India, an exchange telegraph agency 
dispatch from New Delhi reported. 

“It was our policy before taking 
office and it is our policy now to 
have British troops withdrawn from 
India immediately or, at any rate, 
with the greatest possible speed,” 
Nehru said in an official statement.

Q. Is there any medicine that can 
really be recommended for lung 
trouble? 

A. Unfortunately there has been 
as yet no medicine discovered that 
is specially of 'benefit, that is to 
say in the nature of a cure, for 
tuberculosis of the lungs. Many 
medicines are of benefit for the 
benefit for the various conditions 
associated with lung diseases, 

Q. What effects ha< r e aspirin 
tablets upon the body when taken 
for the purpose of reducing tem¬ 
perature? — 

A. Aspirin is a general muscle 
and nerve depressant. It also re¬ 
lieves pain and, if not taken to ex¬ 
cess, will have no apparent ill 
effect on the body except perhaps 
the causation of hyperacidity in 
the stomach. If the temperature is 
elevated, aspirin will usually lower 
it; but if not elevated before taking 
aspirin, no effect may he noticed. 

Q. What is the value of sanator¬ 
ium treatment as compared to 
home treatment? 

A. The sanatorium offers a place 
for carrying out a definite routine 
of treatment under the best circum¬ 
stances, i.e., free from the re¬ 
sponsibility of hvme life, freedom 
from impurities in the air which 
usually occur in the cities, the ex¬ 
ample of other people following 
the routine treatment and a com¬ 
munity life which stimulates the 
patient mentally. Constant medical 
and nursing supervision are an ad¬ 
ditional safeguard and the patient 
receives an education in the treat¬ 
ment of his disease that hie can 
duplicate nowhere else. Then, too, 
with the patient in a sanatorium, 
the danger of infecting others in 
the household is removed. A change 
in environment may be followed by 
a more rapid gain in weight. A 
preliminary stay in a sanatorium 
is ’ always advisable, to learn 
methods of treatment. If this has 
been acquired, treatment at home 
may 'be successfully carried out in 
some instances. 

FOR RATION BOOK 

LATECOMERS ONLY 

For the information of those who 
neglected to pick up their new Ration 
Book No. 6 daring distribution week, 
the ration administration of the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Board at Ed¬ 
monton has issued instructions for 
latecomer applicants. 

The green application card at the 
back of the old ration book (marked 
RB191) should first be filled out m 
pen and ink and signed by the holder. 
Then thi s card should be tom from 
the old book, placed in an envelope, 
and mailed to the nearest local ration 
board or to any branch of the ration 
administration. The new ration book 
will then be mailed to the applicant 
as soon as possible. 

Ration officials pointed out that the 
application should not be made in per¬ 
son, as local ration boards are noe 
authorized to issue new books to late¬ 
comers. Application cards should be 
mailed only.

IS TWO ACRES TOO MUCH? 

It's a sound idea to provide 
veterans with small holdings that 
would enable them to develop 
part-time gardening or farming in 
connection with an urban job, says 
The Financial Post, but Veterans 
Land Act administrators would 
have saved themsevlse a lot of 
trouble and embarrassment had 
they not wobbled from their origi¬ 
nal policy of granting two acres 
and then returned to it. Under 
pressure they cut the original 
grant to half an acre, then recent¬ 
ly restored it. 

“Perhaps a two-acre lot was too 
much,” speculates 'The Post. “It 
would be for certain intensive 
types of gardening, but probably 
not enough if the veteran wanted 
to keep some live stock or have an 
orchard. Much would depend, too, 
on the location. Near some of the 
big centres two acres of land costs 
a lot of money, near a small town 
no more than a regular city lot. 
And the veteran himself would be a 
factor. Some who really lik(e to 
garden might be able to handle two 
acres in their spare time and keep 
it tidy. Others might let it degen¬ 
erate into an eyesore and a men¬ 
ace, a breeding ground for weeds 
and diseases to plague the neigh¬ 
bors.

INCREASED CONTRIBUTIONS 
TO UNEMPLOYMENT INSUR¬ 
ANCE FUND 

A new high in figures for August 
contributions to the Unemployment 
Insurance Fund was announced to¬ 


day by Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, 
upon receipt of the monthly state¬ 
ment from the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission. 

The emplyer-employee contri¬ 
butions for last August amounted 
to $6,158,315.63. These were the 
highest figures for any August to 
date and represent an increase of 
15 per cent over tlu same month 
last year. It also means that con¬ 
tributions from this source showed 
an increase of $303,013.52 over the 
preceding month. This increase is 
particularly significant in view of 
the many contribution days lost 
due to strikes. 

The August, 1946, benefit pay¬ 
ments of $2,858,005.66 showed a 
decrease for the third consecutive 
month, although the payments are 
much higher than the $684,878.97 
for the corresponding month last 
year. Disbursements for benefit 
payments fo r July, 1946, were $3,- 
299,938.15. 

The government’s share in con¬ 
tributions for August arffounted to 
$1,231,663.13, while the interest on 
investments and profit on sale of 
securities amounted to $587,805.05. 
These represent respective increase 
over July, 1946, of $60,602.71 and 
$13,89.53. 

Showing an increase of $5,119,- 
778.15 over the previous month, the 
balance in the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Fund as at August 31 was 
$333,424,172.99.

SALES MUCH HIGHER 

Canadians Spent More Of Wartime 

Savings During August This Year 

Thrifty housewives, who saved 
their' pin money during the war, spent 
a lot of it last August on radios and 
household goods, a report by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics has dis¬ 
closed. 

An analysis of department store 
sales in Canada during that month 
showed a 24 per cent, rise over July, 
and a 27 per cent, increase compared 
with the corresponding month last 
year. 

Radios, musical instruments and 
supplies led all departments with an 
increase of 195 per cent, over Aug¬ 
ust, 1945. Sales of household appli¬ 
ances and electrical supplies were 
nearly 96 per cent, higher; hardware 
and kitchen utensils, 39 per cent.; 
furniture and home furnishings, 34.5 
and ,33 per cent, respectively. 

Rural housewives, too, went shop¬ 
ping during August, the report 
showed. However, those in Western 
Canada spent more money than^he 
Easterners. 

In country general stores the mar¬ 
gin of increase in sales was somewhat 
wider in Western than in Eastern 
Canada. In Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia the increases 
were more than 20 per cent. Mani¬ 
toba stores had a sales gain of 17 
per cent. 

Sales in Ontario’s country general 
stores were 19 per cent, higher. 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces 
marked gains of 14 and 15 per cent., 
respectively.

The legend omits the fifth group of 
Hindus, India’s 70,000,000 Untouch¬ 
ables.

India and became converted to Hindu¬ 
ism. Because the new converts were 
of a different darker-skinned race 
they were regarded as an inferior 
people with whom Hindus were for¬ 
bidden to mingle.
